passenger cars. This is a result of 
surveys which show that one of 
the chief causes of damage to tires 
is improper air pressure. The chief 
factor in the life of a pneumatic 
tire is the air it contains. 
Prac­ 
tically all gasoline filling and car 
service stations give free air ser­ 
vice and yet a surprisingly large 
number of people ride around on 
under-inflated tires, holding air in­ 
sufficient to bear the weight of the 
car. 
They do not understand that 
an automobile rides on air and that 
the tire is simply a container, liable 
to many sorts of damage if the 
pressure is not sufficient. 
Under-inflation 
destroys 
more 
tires than any other one factor, is 
the statement of the Rubber Man­ 
ufacturers 
Association, which is 
conducting a campaign of education 
among motorists. I hey bring out 
.several interesting facts in a digest 
of the latest information on tire 
care recently issued. 
Among other things, if there is 
enough air to carry the load, 
the weight is transmitted to the 
fabrick, causing extreme bending in 
the side wall. Then comes a pinch 
or break that causes a slow leak or 
blowout. 
Under - inflation 
also 
causes separation of the tread rub­ 
ber from the carcass of the tire or 
between layers of fabric and causes 
a destructive, chafing action. 
In­ 
sufficient pressure also causes ex­ 
cessive 
tread 
wear, particularly 
noticeable in balloon tires which 
sprawl over the road instead of 
running on a true rounded surface. 
Clincher casings, 
under 
inflated, 
may develop rim cutting caused by 
the rim chafing the side wall at or 
just above the head. 
A sharp jolt 
may drive the tire against the rim, 
crushing the fabric or cords. 
In 
fact, when a casing is run very bad­ 
ly under-inflated the twisting caus­ 
ed by extreme deflation and trac­ 
tion wave literally tears the coni 
carcass apart. 
It does not take much under-in­ 
flation to start actual damage. Ex­ 
periments show that a drop of more 
than three pounds in a balloon tire 
before re-inflation may cause any 
or all of the serious results men­ 
tioned. 
The 
old 
rule-of-thumb 
method of pushing the finger into 
a tire and remarking, “I guess 
that’s about light,” has gone out 
among motorists who have any in­ 
terest at all in the life of their 
tires. 
Nobody can tell with his 
thumb whether a tire has lost three 
pounds. The constant use of a tire 
guage is the best protection. 
Any 
tire dealer will be glad to advise 
motorists of the correct inflation 
pressure according to the official 
chart 
prepared 
by 
the 
Rubber 
Manufacturers Association.

The use of the drug aspirin as a 
pain killer, cold cure and what­ 
not seems to have become so gen­ 
erally advertised and promoted that 
even road-side stands are keeping 
it for sale to serve the traveling 
public. 
That this practice will not go un­ 
challenged is indicated by the re­ 
cent arraignment before 
Justice 
Henry F. Wallenwei in Waukegan 
of four men from the west side of 
Lake county, on the charge of sell­ 
ing aspirin, iodine and camphorated 
oil, in alleged violation of the state 
pharmacy act. 
None of them is a 
pharmacist. They are George Stan- 
cliff and Norman C. Heide, 
Half 
Day; Geo. M. Weidner, Aptakisic, 
and John Hans of Long Grove. 
Pleas of “not guilty” were enter­ 
ed by all four. 
Stancliff demanded 
a jury trial, and after a hearing, 
was fined $20 and costs. The court 
tried the others and were given sim­ 
ilar fines. 
The four men asked an appeal to 
the Circuit court. 
An inspector for the state1 De­ 
partment of Registration and Edu­ 
cation, C. A. Storer, made the ar­ 
rests.

Voters of school district No. 4, 
Barrington last Wednesday author­ 
ized the hoard of education to levy 
an additional tax of not to exceed 
I per cent for educational purposes 
and an additional tax of not to ex­ 
ceed 3-8 of I per cent tor building 
purposes. 
The proposition was carried by 
a vote of exactly two to one—424 
“Yes” and 212 “No.” 
A total of 
637 votes were cast, one ballot be­ 
ing thrown out. 
Additional tax if the board levies 
to the limit authorized, will bring 
the school rate to $3,375 
on 
the 
hundred dollars. This would he an 
increase of approximately 68 per 
cent in the school rate, which would 
still he, however, lower than the 
combined grade and high 
school 
rates of adjacent districts, and the 
lowest combined rate in Cook coun­ 
ty.
